the forfeit, I am ready for it. My assailants 
shall learn, that, in a civilized community, 
there are means of redress more potent than 
personal assault and injury. 


In this transaction I do not blame the os- 


tensible assailant, so much as I do those who 
have put him forward, and set him on. They 
have been tracked to their lurking-holes of 
vice and dissipation, and held up to reproach 
and shame. Knowing that a public investiga- 
tion would only render more apparent the 
truth and justice of the exposition, they have 
refrained from any overt act, and put this 
fellow forward to make the assault, hoping that 
the eclat of a partially respectable name would 
call forth some sympathy for him. 


But as it is, and regarding him as gaining 


hisjtemporary consequence by acting under 
the instigation of others, I assure him that I 
shall follow him up to the last extremity, and 
make an example of him, that shall berve as a 
warning to them. I understand that they 
have clubbed together to bear the expenses 
of tho suit, and "see him through." If so, 
they may rely upon being drawn tiponpraWy 
heavily, and being obliged to see a good ways. 


I have full confidence in the law for redress 


si wrong, but if means of defence arc 


necessary to protect quiet people from assault 
and injury, they can unclei stand that I, for 
one, shall be prepared for them. 


It 13 the duty of a FREE PRESS to expose 


the character and the actions of rowdies, ruf- 
fjans, and villians,—to hold up to piivate con- 
tempt and public scorn, doeds of vice and 
crime; and no threats of drunken bullies, or 
even acts of personal violence, shall restrain 
it.

A Public Statement. 


Having been assaulted in the public streets, 


and as the affair has created some talk, and 
nnd, although judicial proceedings arc being 
had in the case, fulsc and contradictory re- 
ports are afloat — I deem a public statement 
necessary, for the satisfaction of my friends, 
and the information of those ignorant of the 
facts. The facts, then, are these : 


In last Monday's Free Democrat, there ap- 


peared the following article, which is now 
published as a part of the statement : 


" An intelligent, good nntured young 


fellow, when sober — who officiates as clerk 
down street —got pretty well soaLed, that is, 
about " fighting drunk," Sunday evening, 
and stationed himself on the corner by bt. 
Paul's Church, where he assailed every body 
that passed by, some with al>u»t», and some 
with blows, men and women, indiscriminate- 
ly. At length a man passing, took him for a 
diunken bully, and drew a knife on him. — 
Some bystanders interfered, arid the friends 
of the young man happening along, took cure 
of him. We imagine n few inches of steel 
would have sobered him pretty effectually." 


The facts in the above article— for they 


are TACTS — one FRANK TUFTS, a clerk in 
Bradford Brothers' store, applied to himself, 
and expressed a determination of executing 
personal satisfaction upon myself. He being 
an entire stranger, I paid no attention to his 
threats, and was not on my guard, knowing 
that the law is the safeguard of every citizen, 
and that redress is open to all who sutler ei- 
ther from violence or from the propagation of 
falsehood. Yesterday (Wednesday) morning, 
as I was walking down Wisconsin street, I 
stopped for a moment in the door of Mohr & 
Alfter's store. While standing there I was 
accosted by one who waa a parfect stranger 
to me. I turned to answer to the address, 
and was immediately struck in the face. 
Be- 


ing entirely unprepared, and not expecting 
an attack, I stepped back into the ^tore. My 
at*ailaut crowded upon me before I could 
square myself for defense, when I unfortu- 
nately fell backward by stumbling over tho 
stove hearth. Had he been a inatt, he would 
liavo allowed me to rise and receive him, but 
he then threw himself upon me, and be- 
ing a stronger and heavier man than myself, 
pi evented me from rising. 
Another bully, 


who backed him up, then produced a raw- 
hide, with which I was struck three or four 
times. He then got off from me, ran out of 
the store, and made hi* way down street, be- 
fore I could recover myself to follow him. I 
afterward learned that hi* namu was Frank 
Tuft?.

This Binatl increase is the re- 
sult i of the act of last session, changing the 
basis of taxable property.

The public confidence in tlie credit of the 


State is most gratifying, and I refer you to the 
reports of the Secretary and Treasurer, for 
particular statements of its fiscal affairs. 


To meet the demands that ivill be made on 


the Treasury during the year 1852, I recom- 
mend that a tax be Icvio.d at your present ses- 
sion, to be assessed and collected during the 
coming year, sufficient to maintain the well 
established credit of the State..' A Treasury 
adequate to discharge the current expenses of 
£ovcrnment as they occur, is required by true 
economy and prudence. 


The present basis of taxation, in my opin- 


ion, is wrong in "principle, and requires legis- 
lative correction. 
The subject of taxation 


should be, the whole tangible, visible property 
ot the State, wherever found, without exemp- 
tion or deducting Ihe debts that may be due 
by the owner of the property, and without 
brin^iiift credits into the taxable list. This 
subject has been more at large discussed in 
'my rncssngc to your predecessors, to which 
I refer, and urge that the legislation of tho ' 
State may be. made to conform to the princi- i 
pies lai.d down. 
j 


Serious complaints are ruised against the' 


present system of conducting the administra- 
tion iiJlliirs of Counties. 
It i» urged that the 


Board of Supervisors is, in most cases, too 
numerous to insure a speedy and economical 
discharge of the duties imposed by law upon 
that body. 
Such is tho opinion I entertain, 


and your attention is directed to it, to elicit 
consideration, sind apply the r-emedy, if the 
complaints are well founded. 


An act ivas passed at (he lust session of the 


legislature, incorporating an institution for the 
ednciition of the blind, which provided that a 
fifteenth of one mill tax should be assessed to 
aid this institution. 


This tax has been assessed and is in process 


of collection, and amour ts to tho mim of $1,- 
•S;JO 13. 
It is understood that this institution 


hits been organized, but to whitt extent I am 
unabU; to inform you, a report of its trustees 
not having been made to any department of 
the government. The Stiite having lent its aid 
to build up the enterprise, it Is proper that the 
progress made should be communicated to its 
representatives. 


There is, however, no reason to question 


the fidelity of its officers, or that they will fail 
lo make known the steps taken to promote ita 
interests. 
Such an institution is well worthy 


the patronage and countenance of the State, 
and I commend it to your favorable notice. 


In pursuance of the act providing for the 


snleoftho School and University lands, the 
Hoard of Commissioners who have tho sale of 
these lands, and the investment of the funds 
arising from such sales in charge, have, with 
the approval of the Executive, offered for sale 
u largo portion of those that have been ap- 
praised, and have been otherwise actively en- 
gaged in the discharge of their duties under 
this act, since the adjournment of the Legisla- 
ture. It is intended to plnce in market the 
residue of these lands, as early as possible next 
season.

and interest, which will merit your careful ex- 
amination.

cating those that succeed us on the active 
theatre of life, will be too well iippeciated by 
you, not to attract your closest scrutiny and 
favorable action. Having diacusHed the;edii^ 
cational interest of tho State. at large in rny 
former messages, I shall content myself by di- 
recting your attention to the yiews ther« ex- 
pressed.

From, this it, clearly appears to be the 
duty of the legislature to appropriate a part' 
of this income for the establishment of a nor- 
malschool, if ftdequate benefits are received 
by the common schools; 


The Board of ORegentsi in organizing the 


University, have .established a Normal de- 
partment, designed exclusively for imparting 
the art of teachinrf, .elementary and practical, 
to the instructors .of ourdistrict schools. With 
the view to enable the primary schools to re- 
alize the benefits of the Normal department 
at an early day, the Board, after constructing 
a building for the collegiate department of 
the University, have commenced another 
structure for the Normal department. 


This second edifice the Regents wjjl.not be. 


able to complete at present, without enlarg- 
ing the permanent debt of the institution, to 
which ,1 am opposed, as its present income is 
inadequate to meet the annual interest of this 
debt, when enlarged, and.its current annual 
expenses. I hold " 
pitl '•eorpor'ationsT aiid" every institution under 
its direction, should be- provided with a relia- 
ble income, equal to the interest of its debt, if 
any, und its ordinary expenditures. 
Should 


the University be permitted to accumulate its 
permanent debt by reason of its inability to 
discharge its current annual liabilities, it 
would receive a repulse, requiring years to 
overcome. 


I trust, therefore, that tlie representatives 


of the people will keep a watchful guard over 
it, and not permit its permanent debt to be 
increased, until its income is adequate for the 
purposes stated, or unless the legislature'will- 
grant it assistance from the income of the 
school fund, in aid of the Normal department 
Inasmuch ns ths second building is already 
commenced* and is to be appropriated in it's 
use for the . sole interest ; of the common 
schools, and for their more effectual improve- 
ment, I submit the proptiety of granting the 
University a further loan, sufficient to com- 
plete the structures already commenced, and 
that a sum equal to the interest upon the prin- 
cipal of the cost of the Normal structure,' be 
appropriated from the income of the school 
fund-, to be expended under the direction of 
tlie Board of Regents, to establish, and In aid 
of Normal schools. 
The views expressed, in 


my opinion, are just, proper, and within the 
purview of the Constitution, therefore I pre- 
sent them for your consideration.
